Bodies of Victims Found on 
Tracks of Illinois Cen- 
tral at Clifton.

CHAMPAIGN, IL, Sept. 4.—Two white 
men were ground to death under the 
wheels of an Illinois Central fast train 
at Clifton, a few miles south of Kanka- 
Kee late last night and three negroes are 
under arrest here on-suspicion of hav- 
ing murdered and robbed them. The 
regroes bear marks of having been in a 
cerrible struggle. They were covered 
with blood and: were cut and bruised. 

The five men were tramps and were 
riding on the “blind baggage’ of the 
They were seen-to get on the car 
Near Clifton the express 
messenger felt the train strike some- 
thing and he notified the conductor. 
The train was stopped and the bodies 
were’ found on the tracks almost cut to 
shreds. The bodiés were still warm when 
picked up. 

The negroes were not seen when the 
train stopped, but when this city was 
reached they were found and*”arresied. 
They protested their innocence and said 
no white men were stealing a ride on 
the train. But as some of the train 
mén had seen them get on the car at 
Chicago the negroes were held on sus- 
picion. One of them had _ considerable 
money. They will be held pending the 
Coroner’s investigation. 

They made a strong fight when’ the 
police tried to arrest them. They gave 
their names as Willie Mansfield; L E. 
Lowe and Joseph Esby. No weapons 
were found on them. The bodies of the 
white men are so mangled it cannot be 
ascertained whether they were mur- 
dered or feil from the train. 


The express messenger on the train 
was Edward Bell. He said he felt 
his car run over something when the 
train was nearing Clifton. Thinking 
somebody \had been killed he notified 
the conductor and the train was stopped 
and backed up. The bodies of the two 
men jvere found. Theri was noth- 
ing abut them, he said, to show their 
identity.

Then Shapiro took him to 
the Commercial Coffee House, 919 Wash 
street, and led him upstaifs and they, 
with Nathan Wiekenfield and two mén 
unknown to him, played stud poker and 
he lost $259. 

Count Sabate’s testimony agreed with 
that of Gordon. He said he saw him 
fleeced in the game. 

Gordon is from New York. 
staying at the Pianters Hotel. 
is a Spaniard. 


Shapiro is a’ d.minutive man, Who 
takes advantage in his dress of the op- 
portunities at his hand as propriétor of 
4 tailoring establishment. His gray eves 
are keen, but furtive, and cannot endure 
for more than a few seconds the scrut- 
iny of a stranger. 

He prides himself on his damonds, 
which he wears lavisii.v on fingers and 
bosom. The lMnes of his facé are long 
and sharp, and his manner is alert and 
nervous. 

“Up to five weeks ago,” he aaid, 
“gambling went on In my réstaurant. 
Then one day it was raided, and three 
young men were arrésted. They were 
fined $5‘ and costs in Judge Kleiber’s 
court for gambling. The policemen on 
the beat warned me to ‘cut out’ gamb- 
iing in my place, or I would be arrested 
for maintaining a gambling. device on 
my premises. I took tne warning, and 
there has been no more gambling there 
since. 

“The police on the beat visit the place 
every day and watch the men pla ing 
for cigars and soft drinks, That isn't 
considered em gga When the police 
men. start away, a6 the hospitable 
thing.

“Since gambling has stopped, I make 
my profit on the games by renting play- 
ing cards.at 30 cents a deck. With five 
at a table and several tables running, I 
am able to make expenses, anyway. 

“As for Gordon and his charges, there 
is nothing to ‘em. On Aug. he was 
introduced to me by my cousin, Nathan 
Wilkenfeld of Houston, Tex., as a New 
York salesman. That night I took him 
to my restaurant “nd we  plaved 
Dinochle until 4 o’clock the next morn- 
ing. which was Sunday. 

“TIT invited Gordon and my cousin to 
dinner Sunday afternoon at my home, 
5114 Page boulevard. When they came 
they brought Count Cabater,*who, they 
said, was the cousin orf the King of Cu- 
ba, whoeverintheel!l that is. hadn’t 
invited Sabater to dinner, but said noth- 
ing and let him eat.
